The 6201 armored division’s part the 5rd motorized regiment vras 
stationed in PILISCSABA under and after the revolution, '-^'he regiment 
was stationed in two camps the so called South /Deli/ and North 
/Eszaki/ camps. 

Since the defeat of the revolution both camps are supervised by 
the Soviet and here is stationed the Soviet armored unit which has 
the task to secure Budapest in case of alert. At the same time 
that is the retreat zone for the Soviet troops. The Soviet keeps 
there two full armored battalions. 

Since February 1st is the Hungarian motorized regiment under re- 
organization, The officers are generally the same old ones, the 
enlisted men are new draftees. 

The here stationed Hungarian units are temporarily armed only 
with small arms. Theydistribution of these arms started between 
February 1-15.

At the present formation and Army organizations the use of the 
tanks and heavy guns is only theoretical. According to the order 
of the Soviets the Himgarian. Army must not use bigger than SOmm 
minethrowers and. 76mm guns. 

According to the plans the regiment artillery should consist of 
4 batteries, lg2-220mm. units and the anti aircraft artillery 
should consist of 4 batteries with' 88mm units. 

The armored cars would operate as independent units in peace time 
and in war thwy would be allotted to battalions. 

The camps are approachable v/ith planes, there are no disturbing 
buildings in betteen. 

The Northern Camp from the railboad side is surrounded by woods. 

The Southern Camp is situated on a woody territory but the camp 
itself is surrounded by a ca. 200 m. barren, rocky strip.
